terday that President Nixon 
had destroyed his own “claim 
of confidentiality” for the 
tapes. 

The committee, in a brief 
tiled with U.S, District Court 
Judge John J, Sirica, said the 
President had in effect waived 
his claim of executive privi- 
lege by his public accounts of 
Watergate discussions with 
aides. 

Sirica is to hold a hearing 
Monday on the committee’s 
suit to obtain the tapes. 

In today’s brief, the last of 
several fiied by the committee 
with Sirica, the committee’s 
lawyers argued that the Presi- 
dent “may not toy with the 
committee by picking and 
choosing among tapes, papers 
and memory and only allow- 
ing revelations of those por- 
tions he feels most beneficial 
to disclose.” 

In the new brief, the com- 
mittee argued that “the Presi- 
dent has destroyed any claim 
of confidentiality in this case” 
by news conference accounts 
0 . Watergate conversations 
with former aides John W. 
Dean III, John D. Ehrlichman 
and H.R. (Bob) Haldeman. 

The committee said the 
tapes it wanted deal with the 
same conversations.
